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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Horncastle  Urban  District  Council* 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  19S3. 

1933  saw  the  town  of  Horncastle  looking  vigorously  to 
the  future  with  confidence.  A major  house -buildiing  programme 
was  put  under  way  which  will  go  far  to  ease  the  problem  of 
those  in  sub-standard  accommodation,  or  living  in  shared 
dwellings. 

The  major  event  in  Horncastle! s year  is  the  Show  and 
Gala  on  August  Monday.  This  year  was  disastrous  with  the 
weather  and  in  addition  to  the  loss  of  enjoyment  for  all 
concerned,  the  show  sustained  a crippling  loss.  Nevertheless, 
despite  their  disappointment , the  people  of  Horncastle  and 
district  are  so  keen  on  their  Show  that  offers  of  help  soon 
reached  the  level  that  enabled  the  organisers  to  plan  the 
1964  event  with  confidence. 

The  enforcement  date  of  the  new  Meat  Inspection 
regulations  was  immediately  beneficial  to  the  Urban  District 
in  that  it  was  apparent  that  additional  inspection  time,  not 
amounting  to  one  full-time  inspector,  would  be  required  and 
this  was  obtained  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  which  released  their  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  the  purpose.  The  relief  given  to  Mr. 
Smith  has  been  invaluable  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of 
housing,  cleansing,  planning  and  byelaws  which  take  much 
detailed  care,  before  the  familiar  phraze  ” I recommend  it 
under  bylaws”  can  be  used. 

The  field  of  Pood  Hygiene  is  very  wide  and  not  wholly 
under  adequate  control*  Grass  is  the  principal  crop  upon 
which  we  depend  and  the  health  of  the  food,  chain  depends  on 
this  crop  being  healthy  and  abundant.  Both  fodder  grass  and 
cereals  as  well  as  vegetables  are  subjected  to  a barrage  of 
sprays  and  fertilizers.  Some  are  essential  to  satisfactory 
yields,  some  are  potentially  dangerous  and  some  are  both. 
Adequate  food  hygiene  would  include  examination  of  fruit  and 
vegetables  for  toxic  residues,  at  one  end  of  the  scale,  and 
a close  watch  on  serving  and  kitchen  practices  in  restaurants, 
snack  bars  and  retail  shops.  Temporary  catering  premises  such 
as  stalls,  refreshment  tents  at  Shows  are  potontial  weak 
points  in  the  armour,  especially  as  they  are  frequently  at 
week-ends  and  summer  ones  at  that,  when  keeping  cold  food  cold 
is  a problem  and  the  chance  of  food  poisoning  is  increased. 


Domestic  sanitation  is  gradually  being  improved  through 
the  Standard  Grant  procedure,  as  well  as  by  the  new  building 
being  done*  All  this  tends  to  increase  water  consumption  and 
thus  the  burden  of  sewage  disposals  The  maintenance  of  an 
effluent  of  Royal  Commission  standards  is  beyond  our  existing 
plant’s  capacity,  I regard  it  as  absurd  that  whilst  very 
small  rural  schemes  are  given  financial  aid,  a much  bigger 
problem  is  barred  from  aid. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  by  spending  a relatively 
modest  sum,  an  adequate  purification  could  be  achieved,  but 
no  consultant  would  advise  pursuing  any  but  a complete  plan 
which  he  could  say  was  strictly  in  accordance  with  today-*  s 
practice,  at  a cost  which  will  inevitably  be  high. 

The  aim  of  the  Rivers  Board  is  very  important,  since 
increased  leisure  will  produce  more  river  users  - anglers, 
boat -people  and  in  some  places  those  who  merely  enjoy  the 
sight  of  clear-running  water.  All  these  extra  people  will 
benefit  from  cleaner  rivers  and  are  paying  some  contribution 
through  their  own  rates  and  taxes  to  this  end8 

May  I conclude  by  thanking  all  w/ho  have  made  working 
with  the  Council  very  enjoyable  and  wishing  our  two  retiring 
members  a long  and  particularly  happy  retirement*

Preventive  Measures 

(I)  Specific  Diseases* 

A uniform  policy  has  developed  where  immunization 
proceeds  unhindered,  as  outlined  in  this  section  last  year, 
and  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  protection  is 
given  routinely  to  babies  and  toddlers,  and  a booster  against 
Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  at  School  entry  and  four  years  later* 

After  the  panic  of  smallpox  in  1962,  there  was  a flush 
of  smallpox  vaccination  followed  by  a low  ebb,  ms.de  still 
lower  by  the  deferment  of  vaccination  to  the  second  year  of 
life  as  routine  policy* 


The  table  Is  so  constructed  as  to  show  the  total  effect 
of  the  various  imnunizating  procedures  in  relation  to  the 
additions  to  the  population  during  the  previous  year* 

Protection  against  Tuberculosis 

This  has  been  offered  at  Secondary  School  age  when 
increased  exposure  and  increased  susceptibility  go  hand  in 
hand. 

When  introduced  to  this  area  some  years  ago  it  was  very 
widely  accepted  but  more  recently  there  has  been  a falling 
off.  It  is  as  well  that  parents  think  twice  before  sending 
their  children  off  to  work  without  any  natural  or  artificial 
protection, 

(ii)  General  Preventive  Measures 

I commented  last  year  upon  the  necessity  of  proper 
proportion  of  food,  drink,  work  and  play,  and  the  townsfolk 
of  Horncastle  and  the  Council  have  under  way  a project  for  a 
substantial  sports  park  on  the  Coronation  Walk  Meadow, 

There  is  widespread  concern  about  the  effects  of 
sophistication  on  foods  - antibiotics  in  fish,  artificial 
fertilizers  and  pesticides  in  vegetables,  hormones  in  meat 
and  so  on.  No  community  in  ’western  civilization  can  escape  it, 
and  it  must  rest  with  Scientists  to  determine  what  levels  of 
additives  are  safe,  and  to  technologists  to  ensure  that  their 
products  are  within  safe  limits. 

When  this  is  accomplished,  the  consumer  himself  can 
abuse  foodstuffs,  either  by  excess  or  deficiency,  or  by  poor 
cooking  technique  and  here  the  value  of  continuous  education 
is  apparent. 

Bacterial  diseases  have  been  brought  largely  under 
control,  because  their  nature  and  mode  of  transmission  are 
fairly  well  known.  On  the  other  hand,  a vast  new  field  of 
research  is  opening  up  in  the  study  of  virus  disease. 

Viruses  are  particles  of  matter,  inanimate  themselves,  but 
capable  of  being  absorbed  into  living  cells  which  are 
thereby  perverted  from  their  normal  function  to  manufacture 
more  virus.  They  can  only  be  grown  in  living  cells  and  the 
tissue  culture  is  the  highly  refined  instrument  of 
diagnosis  in  the  laboratory  and  vaccine  production  in  the 
factory. 
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Apart  frcm  the  well  known  virus  diseases  such  as  mumps 
and  chicken  pox,  the  common  cold  has  been  sub-divided  Toy- 
isolation  of  viruses  capable  of  producing  similar  symptons 
in  volunteers. 

It  is  evident  that  the  practice  of  economy  in  heating, 
at  the  expense  of  ventilation,  helps  the  spread  of 
respiratory  infection,  just  as  the  continued  installation 
of  high  flush  toilets  spreads  the  infection  of  intestinal 
diseases.  There  is  now  a low  flush  cistern  available  that 
can  deliver  either  one  or  two  gallons  on  demand  and  thus 
achieve  safety  with  a degree  of  economy.

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Control  and  Protection  of  Foodstuffs 

The  standard  of  livestock  slaughtered  for  food  remains 
exceedingly  good#  There  remains,  however,  a small  hard  core 
of  tuberculosis  in  pigs,  which  will  reward  investigation, 
when  the  source  of  the  animal  can  be  determined,  for  in  most 
cases,  the  glands  of  the  head  and  neck  are  involved  and  the 
implication  is  that  infected  food,  unsatisfactorily  boiled, 
is  the  cause. 

During  the  year.  Meat  Regulations  came  into  force 
requiring  the  stamping  of  meat  inspected#  The  only 
difficulties  arising  from  this  have  been  the  technical  one 
of  getting  a metal  stamp  to  mark  fatty  tissue  clearly# 

Poultry,  although  an  increasing  item  of  diet,  are  not 
subject  to  statutory  inspection  but  are  less  likely  to  be 
vehicles  of  human  disease,  apart  from  intestinal  infections# 

Came  is  a very  small  part  of  the  diet  and  tending  to 
live  away  from  humans,  is  unlikely  to  transmit  disease. 

The  practice  of  eating  ra w fish,  either  smoked,  salted 
or  fresh  is  rare  in  this  country  and  the  few  fish-borne 
diseases  are  also  rare# 

Fruit  and  Vegetables 

I suppose  our  dealers  get  their  share  of  over-ripe 
fruit  and  there  is  a iage  in  a tomato’s  life  when  it  is 
fit  to  fry  that  night,  but  would  not  keep  for  a few  more 
days#  Such  fruit  can  often  be  sold  cheaply  in  a market 
leaving  both  seller  and  buyer  satisfied  and  without  risk 
to  health#  Danger  would  only  arise  if  fruit  intended  by  the 
purchaser  to  be  eaten  raw,  were  so  ripe  that  it  could  not 
be  washed#  Bearing  in  mind  how  few  people  do  wash  fruit 
and  suffer  no  ill  effects,  one  must  be  thankful  for  the 
work  of  earlier  health  workers  who  did  so  much  for  the 
environmental  hygiene  that  there  are  few  carriers  of 
enteric  fever  about# 

The  Public  Swimming  Pool 

Whilst  an  ambitious  scheme  exists  for  re-development 
of  the  whole  pool  area  to  modern  standards.  The  first  need 
is  filtration  plant  to  serve  the  existing  pool#  This  is  now 
authorized  and  will  be  in  service  for  the  1965  season# 
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Water  Supply

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  increasing  load  resulting  from  the  re -development 
of  Homcastle  which  has  gone  ahead  must  inevitably  tax  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  plant  and  extension  or  replacement 
of  the  works  cannot  long  be  delayed# 

Housing 

A programme  of  120  new  dwellings  is  in  hand  and  will  go

Private  building  also  proceeds  satisfactorily#  The 
building  industry  is  now  fully  committed  and  no  real 
improvement  in  building  speeds  can  be  expected,  unless  a 
very  great  degree  of  standardization  were  agreed  by  a vast 
consortium  of  Authorities  and  manufacturers# 

Clean  Air 

I have  commented  previously  on  the  smoke  haze  which 
hangs  over  Homcastle  during  calm  winter  evenings# 

The  elimination  of  soot  particles  may  help  to  prevent 
soiling  of  buildings,  furnishings,  clothes  and  lungs  but 
it  is  now  held  that  the  principal  offender  is  sulphur 
dioxide  gas,  a powerful  irritant,  which  arises  from  the 
burning  of  sulphur- containing  fuels  either  in  fires, 
internal  combustion  engines  or,  to  a very  much  less  extent, 
gas  fires. 

Chimney  stacks  700  feet  high  are  being  specified  for 
modern  power  stations  to  disperse  the  huge  quantities  of
